WORK OF CAIRO SCHAOL. 


Dr. Reginald Harrison, P.R.CS., wiles as 
followa to the "British Medical Joarpal” :— 

Yonr acconnt of Lord Cromer’s report on 
Egypt will be read with interest by all who 
bave watched the progress that bas taken 
place in its development and relations to our 
own aod other coontries. Reference is made to 
the advantages that are likely to follow the 
recognition of the Medical School by the two 
Royal Colleges of Bogland, and the mark that 
their conjoint diploma will put on Bgyptian 
students who are enabled to obtain it after 
examination. To give eftect ta this “it has been 
arranged that a delegate of the British Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and Sargeons- should be 


‘present annually at the examinations beld in 


Cairo, and that the stadents who pass those 
examinations when the de'egate ‘is present 
shoaldenjoy the same advantage as if the 
corresponding examinations bad been passed 
in London.” 


-—¥Brom my residence in Egypt for a portion of 


two recent wiaterr, and the opportanities I bad 
of making myself acquainted with the facilities 
for stadying medicine and surgery in Cairo, | 
am strongly of opinion that. farther important 
developments éhould be encouraged. I hope 
this may take the form of a tropical school of 
medicine in Cairo in connexion with the me- 
dical school, and open to all nationalities. 

From the British point of view. soch an 
institation would offer many advantages. In 
the firat place, Cairo is within a week's journey 
from England, and, in: the next, it is on the 
great highway to British Indis, to Adgtralia, 
to parts of Africa and other places in which 
wo have large interests. In addition to educat 
ing medical students, auch could be mage 
available for civil, paval, and medical practi- 
tiopers desirous of obtaining this form of post- 
graduate atady. If the Egyptian stadent may 
now coant his time spent there for examina- 
tion purposes, there seems no reason why 
the latter persons may not do so, in the 
pursuit of farther professional knowlédge and 
experience. Of the advantages of Cairo as a 
place of study for tropical diseases I need 
hardly say a word. Many types ot medical 
and surgical diseases may be seen there in 
their most acute and varied forms, and the 
facilities offered by a large hospital with a 
well-equipped medical school and mnaseom 
attached, with English speaking professors 
(inclading hospital physicians and sorgeons) 
leave nothing to be desired. 

In the volumes of reports recently issued 
by the Kasr El-Ainy Hospital will be found 
mech valeable-information and original re- 
search, made on the spot, relating to tropical 
disease. | 

T of ns who were fortanate enough to 
be p t at the First Bgyptian Medical 
Congress (1902) will not forget the personal 
encouragement that great cosmopolitan assem- 
bly received from H.H. the Khedive, and 
the numerous scientific attractions snd no- 
velties provided for us. 

Though excellent work is being done in the 
tropical schools of London and Liverpool, this 
should te added to by similar efforts in places 
which are themselves liable to tropical diseases 
and their causes. 

Lord Cromer thos reters to the School of 
Medicine in his last annual Report —_ 

Diis the past year, the number of stod- 

ho joined the School of Medicine was 37, 
of whom ove was a pharmaceatical student. The 
number who obtained their diplomas was 17. 
There- ere at present 116 students in the 
School, of —— are attached to the phar- 
macentical sectin. 

As the resalt of some negotiations in which 
Mr. Reginald Harrison took a leading part and 
materially assisted the cause of Egypt, it has 
been that a delegate of the British 
Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons 
shoald be present annvally at the examina- 
tions held in Cairo, and that the stadents who 
puss those éxaminations when the delegate is 
present should enjoy the same advantage as if 
the corresponding examioations had been 
passed in London. The advantages of the new 
arrangement to Egyptian students of medicine 
will be very great, for amongst the people of 
this country there still exists a strong prejadice 
in favour of employing a medical man who 
holds a Eurcpean. qaalification. | 

This School now possesses a staff of highly

THE SYRIAN GOSPELS. 

Mrs. A. 8. Lewis writes to the “Times” with 
reference to the Palimpsest of the Syrian 
Gospels’ discovered by her in 1892 in ‘the 
Convent of Saint Catherine on Mount Sinai, 
stating that when she revisited the convent.in 
1902 she fonnd that leaf No. 101 of the MS, 
containing Mark ii, 21-iii., 21, had been 
abstracted from the special box in which it 
was kept. The monks were aware of the loss, 
and had their suspicions as to the identity of 
the thief, bat bad taken no steps to recover 
the leaf from fears that auch action might 
lead to its destraction. It waa dasided to 
give all possible publicity to the oocar- 
rence, and Mrs. Lowis published in the 
‘Expository “Times” of April, 1902, an 
appeal to the possessor to return the leaf, 
avd thus by a timely act of reparation to 
atone foran act the fall sigtificance of which 
he bad perbaps not realized. The appeal 
remained without effect’for four years, bat 
‘on May 4 last Mra. Lewis received from the 
Archbishop of Mount Sinai, Potphyrias II., 
the welcome intelligence that the leaf had 
been restored to its place. Mrs. Lewis. adds 
that she has no knowledge of what has led to 


this bappy result, and that by the terms of 


her appeal she is pledged to ask no qaestions. 


ALEXANDRIA... BONDED 
WAREHOUSES. 

The acthorisation granted to the Alexandria 
Bonded Warehouse Company to establish 
warehouses at Alexandria has,, by a fresh 
agreement jast donvladed, been extended so 
as to expire on the Ist of January, 1965. By 
the terms of the néw agr t, the compan 
nodertakes before thé Ist day of January,1908, 
to erect on and o 
substantial two-storeyed masonry warehouse 
the plans of which shall previously have bean 
‘sabmitted to and approved by ths Customs 
‘Administration of Ports and Lights. 

The-company shall, if called apon so to do 
by the ‘Director-General of Customs at any 
time within ten years of the date of the agree- 
ment, erect on and over the whole or any part 
of Block B a substantial two-etoreyed masoory 
building comprising a warehouse and offices in 
accordance with plans -to be prepared by the 
company and submitted to and approved by 
the Costoms Administration and also the 
Administration of Ports and Lights. 

At the expiration or sooner determination 
of the lease of the 2nd day of December, 1849, 
as extended by the present agreement, all 
buildings and all fixed appliances now erected 
or hereafter t0°be erected on any part of the 
ares comprised in the said lease (which ares 
shall be taken to inclade .Block C) shall be 
handed over to the Government in a state of 
good repair and shall thereafter become the 
ab:olate property of the Government withoat 
payment of any compensation whatevor. . 
~ All powers expressed by the lease of the 
Qnd day of December, 1899, to ba exercireable

As with the of the bull in the 
chins shop, the bay was speedily vacated of its 
amphibians. The dreaded monster, however, 
turned oat mafish : the fiction of a fertile 
imagination! \ \ 

Talking about sharks, there is now a large 
demand. for their skins in Germany, where a_ 
process has been discovered for tanning and 
making them pliable. The North Pacific shark 
is prized for -the oil of its liver, which besides 
being a splendid labricant is a remedy for rbeu- 
matism ; their fids and tails are aleo considered 
delicacies by the Pacifi: Islanders and the 
Chinese, who import large qoatitities. The fin 
produces an isinglass which is eqnal to that 
of Borope. The exports ofshark fins trom the 
Persian Gulf to China last year amounted to 
8,050 pounds. 

Here are saggestions of practical commercial 
valae to the directors of the Mex sham bles 
who feed large numbers of sharks with their 
refase. Shark fin soup or fritters would introduce 
qnite a novel feature into our monotonous 
menus.

NEW ROLLING STOCK FOR STATE 

RAILWAYS. - 


—_—_—— 


We have on several occasions pointed \out 


the energetic steps which are being taken by. 


the State Railways in standardising their roll- 
ing stock. In Msy last we illoatrated and 
described some 30-ton covered grain wagons 
and open coal trucks specially made for this 
service by the Leeds Forge Company. These 
formed portions of a sample order, the intro- 
duction of which proved so satisfactory that 
the Ezyptian State Railways placed a farther 
ord«r with the same firm for thirty open and 
thirty clozed. wagons similar to those described 
by oa, with the exception that the covered 
wagons are eome 18 ios. higher than those of 
the sample order, We now hava occasion to 
illostrate a further order which has recently 
been shipped to Alexandria. This consista of 
thirty 40-ton bogie platform wagons and ten 
30-ton bogie oil-tank wagons, to the standard 
4 ft.&tin. gange, | 

Both sets of wagons are provided with Pox’s 
patent pressed stcel underframes and bogies, 
rimi'ar to those of the wagons described in 
our former article. They have a length over 
buffers of 37 ft., a length over headstocks of 
31 ft.,and a width over solebars of 8 ft. 9 ins, 
The bogie wheels have a diameter on the tread 
of 2 ft. 9} ine., whilst the wheel base ie 5 ft. 6 
ine., and the distance between the bogie cen- 
tres 23 ft. The bogie platform wagons have a 
tare weight of 10 tona 17 cwts., and the oil- 
tsnk wagons a “tare” of 17 tons l owt. The 
platform wagons are fitted with steel floore, 
bat are without sides or ends. The oil-tank 
wagons have a capscity of 835 cubic ft. and 
are capable of taking a losd of 23 tons of 
petroleum. The shell is composed of ateel 
plates, 9-32ods of an inch in thickness, weighing 
11} Ibs. to the square foot. Each tank has been 
tested with a water pressure of 10 Ibs. per 
equare ivch. The tank is filled throagh s man- 
hole in the top, which is 1 ft, 6 ine. in diame- 
ter. They are emptied by means of pipes lead- 
ing to a gon metal cock at each aide of the 
wagon, and aleo by means of & semi-rotary 
pomp at the end. The..tanks arg@ supported 
opon timber banulke, which -are bolted between 
steel cradles. ‘I'he whole tank is protected from 
the heat of the son by a light roofing of 
corrugated iron. 

In these days, when eo much is being heard 
of the “superiority” of American ‘and other 
foreign-built railway rolling stock, it is inte 
resting to note that in October, 1904, a con- 
tract was placed with the Leeds Forge Com- 
pany for 50 sete, or 100 bogier, with axle-boxes 
and springs, etc., for the Egyptian State Rsil- 
ways, whilst twelve months later a ‘repeat’ 
order was givén to the same firm for an addi- 
tional 100 sets, or 209 bogies, for Egypt. These 
bogies sre for 30-ton wagons, and are being 
used to replace unsatisfactory American bogies 
which were built only two or three years ago.

of oranges and other agricultaral products 
was prodaced by the Holy Land doring that 
period. ‘The value of the exports of oranges 
from Jaffa in 1905 was no lees than £114,600 
or £11,700 more than for 190% and £17,6C0 
more than the average value for the years 
1901-5. Altogether the trade of Palestine 
had a presperous period in 1905, the total 
exports amoonting to £367,800, an increase 
of £72,500, or 24.5 per cent. on the figares 
for the preceding year. Oranges were the 
staple export, and tha trade is said to be 
steadily increasing. ‘Tbe same remark holds 
good as to the exports of wine and apirits, 
the value of which amounted to £47,000, or 
£9,200 more than for the previous twelve 
months. The imports, on the other hand, 
amounted to £464,000, which is £9,300 leas 
than for the previons year, bat even this 
decline points to improved conditions in the 
coontry.
